“1 see,” sald the minister, that the 
text of the note of the imperial govern- 
ment, presented through Ambassador 
Gerard, regarding the reopening ot the 
direct cable to the United States, was 
published by the American papers on 
June 14. The American public has thus 
been given an opportunity to learn of 
the proposals of the German government 
with référence to this. 

n Germany proposed to pay the Salto 
expense of repairing the cable and put-. 
ting it into operation, the president of 
the Upited States to be entitled to ap- 
point censors. at the American end of the 
cable in order to supervise all messages 
transmitted over it. You will have no- 
ticed that Germany proposed to permit 
news to be sent over this cable, uncen- 
sored so far as it was unprejudicial to 
the military plan of campaign. 


Notes Silence of Britain. 

The American public has also les rned 
that the British government, for obvious 
reasons, has taken no notice of these pro- 
posals. Great Britain apparently does 
not want the people of neutral countries 
to be informed in an impartial way on 
the events of this great war. 

The reasons are not far to seek. That 
is why, at the beginning of the war, Great 
Britain cut the cable. The result was 
that from the very first day only news 
coming from one side could be spread in 
the neutral countries. 

That is how Great Britain could mold 
public opinion in a way suiting its own 
purpose. That is how America could 
form a wrong opinion of Germany’s meth- 
ods of warfare, and that is how misunder- 
standings and a certain ill feeling agains} 
Germany have crept in. | 


America Misinformed, He Says. 
America has been misinfoutned about 
Germany's motives. This would not have 
been the case had Germany in the same 
way as its enemies been able to present 
its case to the American public. 

Do you think that a fair judge would 
allow one party to prevent his hearing 
the other? Any one who knows America 
knows that the sense of justice and fair 
play is predominant in that country. We 
want no more than that America shall 
de able to listen to the German side of 
the story if it will. We save it to America 
to judge. 

“TI shall not speak of the . 
tnat may arise for America out of the 
German proposal.. America knows its 
own interests best and needs ‘none’ to 
speak for it. 

“The reopening of direct kante com- 
munications, however, would be of help to 
international relations between Germany 
and the United States insofar as it would 
help to dissipate misunderstandings in 
both countries and facilitate their inter- 
course in questions of mutual concern. 


- Considers Day of Peace. 

“And then,“ continued the minister, 
“you must not forget that some day 
peace will come. The warring nations 
have again to reach an understanding in 
their wish to keep that lasting peace for 
which every one hopes. Continua! mis- 
understanding between the neutrals and 
belligerents wat only make this more ace 
ficult. 

“That may suit Great Britain's pur- 
poses, but does it hope to win this war 
against Germany by a method contrary 
to the rules of international law, and not 
even justified by military necessity? 
Thoughts and words are not contraband.” 
In what way,“ asked the correspond- 
ent, have the present negotiations been 
hampered by the absence of cable com-

It seems to me that in the last 
few days I must have seen all those 10,000

There was @ equad of them crawling up 
the Champs Elysées this afternoon—one 
had lost both legs. A little while after- 
ward I met two in the udderground train, 
one in faded khaki with his right leg gone, 
the other in faded blue wet his left leg 
gone. 9 . 

The latter tat down beside me, balanc- 
ing himself with awkward care against 
the lurch of the train, placing his crutches 
the absent leg should have been. 
He was so young, not yet 20 I should gay, 
and in spite of the invalid pallor, the 
traces of suffering, had still a béyish look 
about him. The two rose at the same 
station and inexpertly hobbled out of the 
car after the train had come to a full stop. 
They limped up the platform amicably 
side by side. They will have ample time 
to learnahe way of the crutch! © 


Another Picture of the ‘Wounded. 

A few minutes later I was running down 
the stajrs of a hotel—they take you up in 
a lift, but let you find your way down on 
foot—and I almost toppled over a tall, thin 
officer with one trouser leg in gorgeous 
red, the other frousef lég rieatly folded 
over the stump of a thigh. He was cau- 
tiously negotiating the steep stairs with 
his long crutches and needed the whole 
width of the stairway: He got it. Out- 
side on the boulevard I met a man with 
his mouth on one side of hes face 
These are the most horrible—the ones 
with disfigured faces, with half their 
features shot away. No amount of skill- 
ful patching, with the use of gold and 
rubber and shin borie for substitute jaw 
and cheek bones, can remove the awful 
disfigurement. There are a erbat many 
of these inhuman faces. 

One poor fellow, who had been a servant 
in one of the clubs and whose face had 
been half taken off, was in great fear 
lest his disfigurement might lose him his 
job. As soon as he could stir he went 
around to the club to find out his fate. 
Would they take him back when to look 
at him w give anybody a shudder? 
The member of the house committee 
‘whom he saw reassured him, and he went 
away happy. Of the thousand members 


lar fate might happen to any of them. 

I read in evening’s communiqué 
that the French are making good prog- 
ress around Arras, but with admittedly 
severe losses. The harvest of dead and 
wounded keeps up day after day and 
month after month with slight variations. 
France will be sown with graves, and 
for a generation its streets will be full 
of wrecked and disfigured mien such as I 
have seen today, who must somehow con- 
tinue to eke out the half emiptence of the 
maimed and blind. 


Terror of Awaiting Bad News. 
The other evening I called on a man 
whom I had seen in America a few 
months before the war. Then he was a 
sprightly middle aged gentleman with 
more than average virility and youth. 
He has two sons, both at the front since 
the war began, one an aviator, the other 


latest photographs in uniform. Both 
were attractive young fellows of about 
20 years, with refined, Intelligent faces. 

5 Nothing bad has happened to either 
one yet,“ he said with a faint smile, 
“but for ten months we have waited 
here, fearing every ring of the bell.” 

He had lost his small property, which 
is behind the German lines—his father’s 
house with all his library and papers.

Wounded Never Complain.

They 
seem never to question the necessity of 
the fearful fate that has crushed their 
lives and those lives dearer than them- 
selves. They accept it—even the women 
with an unquestioning heroism as one of 
the conditions of living that no man or 
woman would seek to evade,

It is because we cannot understand war 
unconsciously as the European under- 
stands it that Americans and Europeans 
will never have quite the same point of 
view about. life; that, for instance, our 
president's policy, his brand of neutral- 
ity, mut seem queer or worse to the 
European. 

For the European lives under the neces- 
sity, as he believes, of giving his life 
to his country on demand, and he does 
not question that demand in the way an 
American would question it. 

And sometimes I think the European 
cates vastly more for his country, for 
all the things that are associated with 
the social environment into which he was 
born, than Americans are capabie of 
caring. |... : 

Europe has been watered with the blood 
of its children since the dawn of history 
and before. One must believe that man- 
kind has cared tremendously for this 
bloodsoaked soil! | 

It is, at any angle, a terrible price 
to pay—all these dead and wounded! For 
what? Just here I find the greatest 
change in my point of view since I have 
been in France. A terrible price surely, 
but paid for things of the highest worth 
to jndivsuaie, to humanity. 


War Brings Out Real Worth. 


Asa shrewd old Frenchman said to me: 

“It took the war to show what stuff 
men had in them. I never thought @ lot 
of youngsters I knew were worth any- 
thing, but they Raye done finely; it’s 
made them men.“ 

A- heavy price surely, this bloody war, 
to evoke the latent manhood of idle and 
wasteful youth. Possibly that is the 
human law. 

It has worked the same way, ona larger 
scale, in all the countries at war; the 

cheap, the vicious, the parasitic interests 
have fallen away like dead skin from 

Italy, from France. Even England is 
sloughing off its habitual callousness, 
its conéeit, and stupidity, under the re- 
peated shocks of this war. 

It is @ terrible costly medicine for hu- 
manity, but possibly it is the only medi- 
cine that humanity will take at penn. 


“Nations Better Since War. 


There is no doubt whatever that the 
social spirit in all these struggling na- 
tions is higher, purer, cleaner, nobler 
since the war. 

Politieal intrigue and petty quarreling 
have disappeared, and with them almost 


too dangerous. All classes have drawn 
closer together in sympathy and feeling. 

And above all, best of all, nations feel 
themselves as wholes and each unit feels 
that there is something grandly more 
important than his own little life, and 
that is the fate of the whole. 

If war is the only means through which 
mankind can escape from the corruption 
of egotism and perpetual self-interest can 
be brought to these levels of abnegation 
and personal self-forgetfulness, then we 
shall have to have wars. 

The individual and the nation live more 
intensely, as they live more objectively, 
in war than in peace. 

If living is to be weighed in the scale 
intensity and vividness, 
then many of these dead and wounded 

must have lived out their allotted lives 
in a few full moments of comprehension 
and action, of will. And living must be 
weighed by some other measure than that 
of comfort or of time. 


‘America Needs Such a-Jolt. 


We Americans, it seems to me, are too 
prone to weigh life in the scale of comfort 
and of time, not in the scale of intensity 
and achievement. It may take a great 
war to wake our country to real values, 
as the civil war woke the men of the 
last century. 

There are only too evident signs that 
we need some great force to shake us out 
of our sodden state of comfort, toawaken 
us to more intense values of living. These 
may be won in peace; there are plenty of 
peaceful disciplines, perhaps harder than 
the disciplines of war. But will we vol- 
untarily embrace them? 

The grievously wounded men etna dine 
beginning their crippled lives in France 
and England today, the dead who are 
lying by the hundreds of thousands in 
their graves, have known the immense 
experience of self-forgetfulness, of abso- 
lute absorption in something greater than 
their own feeble existence. 

There is hardly any price too great to 
pay for such an experience.

Washington, D. C., July 8.—[Special.]— 
The Navy department today took over the 
wireless station at Sayville, L. I. which 
was the only remaining privately owned 
and operated method of communication 
between the United States and Germany. 

The step was taken by Secretary Daniels 
at the request of the department of com- 
merce. It was held to be necessary to 
preserve the neutrality of the United 
States. 5 

The submarine situation undoubtedly 
led to the action. It has been thought for 
some time that the wireless plant at Say- 
ville has been communicating with Ger- 
man submarines, giving them informa- 
tion regarding the sailing of vessels from 
American ports on which the submarines 
might direct their movements. Capt. 
Bullard of the naval radio work was sent 
to take charge of the Sayville station. 


Commercial Messages Accepted. 


The effect of the order taking over the 
control of the plant will not change the 
status with respect to commercial bust 
ness. But hereafter messages accepted 
for transmission will be forwarded by 
United States navy operators instead of 
commercial operators. The tolls collected 
from the business will be turned over to 
the owners of the station. 

The president issued a general order in 
September, 1914, directing the secretary 
of the navy to take over one or more 
stations to preserve neutrality, and it 
was under this order that the secretary 
acted today. . 


Denies Any Improper Act. 
New York, July 8.—Herman A. Mets, 
president of the Atlantic Communications 
company, owner of thé Sayville wireless 
plant which was taken over today by the 
United States government, declared in a 
statement issued tonight after a meeting 
of the directors called to discuss the gov- 
ernment’s action, that this company has 
committed no improper or unneutral act.“

WHITE STAR LINER PASSES

Adriatic, Loaded with Ammunition,

New York, July 8.—Word of the arrival 
of the Adriatic in Liverpool was received 
shortly before 6 o'clock tonight at the 
local offices of the White Star line and 
dispelled apprehension over the safety of 
the liner, which had to pass through the 
war zone where German submarines ate 
operating.

Because the Germans are so strongly n- 
trenched that the cost in lives of breaking 
through their lines would stagger the na- 
tion. If necessity required it, such a sac- 
rifice would be made, but it is felt that 
it would be unjustified, when shelle and 
patience will eventually achieve the same 
result, 

The duration of the war,“ the general 
eommanding the French armiesin Alsace 
#aid to me, entirely depends upon how 
fast we can kill off the Germans. Their 


army has reached and passed its maxi- |: 


mum strength, so that every soldier we 
kid makes it that much weaker. Our 
plan, therefore, is to kill as many as pos- 
sible of the enemy, while at the same 
time conserving our own men.“ 

What is the condition of the French 
army? 

It could not be better. The men are 
keen as razors and hard as nails. They 
are well fed, well clothed, and afforded 
every protection that human ingenuity 
can devise. They seem absolutely confi- 
dent of ultimate success, though they ad- 
mit quite frankly they have a long, hard 
job in front of them.

It is a new army. It is without ex- 
perience, and it is without experienced 
regiments to stiffen it and give it 
confidence, for the regular army which 
England sent into France last Au- 
gust has ceased to exist. The old reg- 
imental names remain, but the officers 
and men who composed those regiments 
are today in the hospitals or the ceme- 
teries. The losses suffered by the British 
army in France have been appalling. The 
West Kent regiment, for example, has 
been three times wiped out and three 
times reconstituted. The Princess Patri- 
ola's Canadian light infantry landed in 
France 1,400 strong. Today only 150 re- 
mein. The present colonel of the regi- 
ment wes a private in the ranks last 
October.

OUR RELATIONS WITH GERMANY. 
Germany evidently, by means of newspaper corre- 
spondence, has been endeavoring to prepare the way 
for the teply which it will make to the second Amer- 
ican note on submarine warfare directed pat mer- 
chant vessels carrying contraband. 

It is indicated that the Germans will inet aban- 

don this warfare. They will modify it. They will 
accept an agreement which will protect Americans 
sailing to and from Europe. American ships and 
American lives will be guaranteed protection if cer- 
tain conditions be established. 

Ships used for this service must be known not to 
carry ammunition and other contraband. The defi- 
‘ pition of other contraband may be left to diplomacy. 
They then will be safe. Germany will insist that its 
right to interrupt the increasing trade in necessary 
war supplies be not abridged by the circumstance 
of American passengers traveling upon fee ships 
engaged in this transport. 

Thus far officially we have not admitted the pos- 
sibility that a compromise might be reached which 
would put conditions upon the rights of Americans 
to travel the seas, but which, within the restrictions 
of these conditions, would make it wholly safe for 
them to do so. 

We must now consider what our primary purpose 


in the controversy with Germany is. Is it to insist, 


to the extreme of making war, that our citizens shall 
have every right of travel in fullest latitude, regard- 
less of whether the exercise of that right.imposes a 
hardship upon Germany which Germany, at the risk 
of war with us, will not stand, or is it to find a 
means of protecting our own. interests, even if the 
finding involves the making of compromises? 

We do not believe there is any widespread public 
opinion in favor of war with Germany to protect 
the shipment of supplies to the enemies of Germany. 


| eee may be many Americans who so detest the 


eutonie allies that they would be willing to sacri- 
fice a few hundred thousand of their.fellow citizens 
to accomplish the defeat of the peoples they hate, 
but we doubt that they wish to sacrifice themselves. 
We also doubt that the American nation wants to 
have its policy determined by the batreds of such of 
its citizens as would like to satisfy themselves vicari- 
ously.

before the submarine changed the facts * which 
it deals. 

The question for the American people to consider 
while they wait the reply which Germany is about to 
send is what their policy is to be and what sacri- 
fices they wish to make to uphold it. They certainly 
must not insist upon conditions for which they are 
not ready to put their strength and courage to the 
vast.

HE physicians’ name for lockjiaw 
(tetanus) has the advantage of not 
putting too much emphasis on one 
| symptom. As a matter of fact, tet- 

anus runs a day or two before the 
jaws lock, and in time spasm of other 
muscles become much more prominent 
than spasm of the muscles of the jaw. 

A case of lockjaw starts in with diff_i- 
culty in swallowing, profuse sweating, 
starting at nolees, at bright lights, or 
when struck by the air froma fan. Per- 
haps before these symptoms came there 
was a period of headache and general sick 
feeling, not in any way different from an 
ordinary headache or the beginning of 
any one of a score of diseases. 

When the disease is fully developed all 
of the muscles of the body are rigid all of 
the time. The rigidity gets worse and bet- 
ter, alternatingly, but relaxation is never 
complete. Convulsions come on, last 4 
few minutes, and pase away but even 
when the period of quiet has come the 
pressure with the hand will show that 
certain muscles are hard and firm.

The tetanus bacillus lives ih the lntes- 
tines of animals, causing them no harm.

The 
bacilli cannot increase in the presence of 
oxygen, which means that they cannot 
Increase and secrete in any place where 
the air can reach. 

The wounds most liable to infection with 
lockjaw are the deep narrow wounds into 
which manure, or dirt, or powder has 
been carried. The ideal wound combina-

The bacillus secretes a poison. Probably 
there are two drugs in this poison. The 
poison is absorbed by the nerves, not by 
the blood or lymph, as is the case with or- 
dinary poisons. It is carried by tt e nerves 
to the brain and spinalcord. The symp- 
toms are due to the action of the poison on 
the cells of the brain and, perhaps, cord. 

If tetanus starts within less than ten 
days of the wounding the outlock is bad, 
If it takes more than ten days for the 
poison to reach the nerve cells and affect 
them the outlook is *

HE famous “Grand Duchess of 
Gerolstein,“ otherwise Hortense 
Schneider, has just reappeared on 
the scene at the age of 78 in order 
to present her beautiful villa at 

Fécamp in the department of Seine-In- 

férieure to the society which has been 

formed in France under the name of the 

Orphelinat des Arts, for the care of sol- 

diers’ children orphaned by the war. 

As she made her début on the stage 

at 17, between fifty and sixty years ago, 

and has been spending the eventide of 
her existence in the strictest retirement 
in her pretty house and grounds in the 

Auteuil suburb of Paris for several dec- 

ades past, most people must have imag- 

ined that the once famous prima donna 
was no longer in the 47 of the living. 


It was Hortense “Schneider who prac- 
tically gave the vogue to all the works 
of Offenbach, especially to his popular 
opera, La Grande Duchesse de Gerol- 
stein,” and her fame during the last 
decade of the Napoleonic empire was 
SO great that monarchs visiting Paris 
in those days did not hesitate to slight 
the French ruler and especially Em- 
press Eugenie, for her sake; as, for in- 
stance, when Czar Alexander II., on his 
way to Paris in 1867, telegraphed ahead 
to have a box reserved for him at Hor- 
tense Schneider's theater on the night of 
his arrival, coupled with an invitation 
that she sup with him at the Café An- 
glais after the performance. 

He reached Paris in the evening at 6, 
was received with great state by Napo- 
leon III. at the railroad station, drove 
off with him to the Tuileries, where after 
& most perfunctory greeting to Empress 
Bugenie he pleaded the fatigues of his 
journey for his absence from the great 
state dinner which they had organized 
in his honor at the palace, and after a 
hasty meal in his apartment drove off 
to the theater, where from a box deco- 
rated with flowers and with the Ressian 
colors he witnessed the performance of 
La Grande Duchesse.“ 

Nor was he by any means the only vis- 
iting sovereign who accorded a greater 
degree of homage and of admiration to 
the queen of the opera bouffé than to 
the empress of the French.

Hortense Schneider in those days used 

to go everywhere by the pseudonym of 

“La Grande Duchesse,“ that is to say, 

of the role which she had created on 
the burlesque stage. 

One day in 1867 the guards at the main 


entrance of the great international ex- 


hibition then in progress in the French 
capital saw a beautiful equipage with 
four horses, postillions and outriders, 
driving up to the gates and anxious to 
enter. 

The commissary of police on duty has- 
tened to the carriage and not recogniz- 
ing the occupants thereof, exclaimed, 
Madame, only royal personages are per- 
mitted to drive in!” 

“Do you not know me?” haughtily 
inquired Hortense, who had by her side 
the famous English demimondaine, Cora 
Pearl. I am the Grande Duchesse de 
Gerolstein.” 

The police commissary, convinced that 
he was in the presence of one of the em- 
peror and empress’ royal guests with 
whom Paris was then thronged bowed 
ow, ordered the gates to be opened, and 
permitted the quéen of the Parisian 
comic opera stage to drive in and through 
the grounds to the exhibition. 

The astonishment of those of her 
friends who recognized her within the 
precincts of the Champ de Mars was far 
more easy to imagine than to describe, 
and she remains on record as having 
been the only person. not of royal rank 
who was permitted to enjoy the privi-

letze of driving through the exhibition 
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grounds during that most brilliant year 
of the second empire. 

Hortense Schneider was overwhelmed 
in the days of her vogue with offers of 
marriage of the most brilliant descrip- 
tion, many royal personages and great 
nobles being among her suitors. But for 
some reason or other she declined them 
all and it was long after her retirement 
from the stage that she accorded her 
hand to a Comte de Dionne. 

The union was not a fortunate one in 
any respect. Hortense claimed that the 
count was bent on squandering the large 
fortune which she had amassed. More 
over, there was some question, never 
satisfactorily settled, as to the validity 
of his title. 

Anyhow the ill assorted couple sepa- 
rated, and overwhelmed with disappoint- 
ment and annoyance Hortense withdrew 
for a time to a convent. But it did not 
take very long to convince her that her 
temperament was not precisely fitted for 
the existence of a nun. 

She returned to the world and has been 
living quietly ever since, first at her 
house in the Avenue de Versailles, and 
since then in the villa and grounds which 
she purchased at Auteuil.

Sir John Barrington Simeon, whose 
succession to his father’s baronetcy finds 
him serving his country at the front in 
France, is head of a family that has 
long been identified with the isle of 
Wight, where the family home is situat- 
ed virtually in the center of the island. 

Known as Swanston, it is a charming 
old place, and many of the late Lord 
Tennyson's poems were written under 
its famous cedars. 
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The baronetey was created within a 
fortnight of the battle of Waterloo in 
favor of Sir John Simeon, senior master 
of the court of chancery, who had ren- 
dered all sorts of useful services to the 
prince regent, who as an act of special 
favor granted to him supporters to his 
coat of arms, supporters being ordinari- 
ly restricted to peers of the realm. 

The fourth baronet was a soldier by 
profession, but left the army for poll 
tics and became well known as the prin- 
cipal private secretary of that famous 
Quaker statesman, John Bright. 

— 

Great Britain’s premier university, 
Oxford, has just given evidence of a bit 
of chivalry which is worthy of being 
placed on record. Some time ago New 
college at Oxford, so called because it 
is one of the oldest, dating from 1379, 
determined to inscribe on a memorial 
tablet in its chapel the names of all! 
those alumni who had given their lives 
for their country in the present war. 

All of the long list of names engraved 
on the tablet are those of British sol- 
diers, save two. These two are German 
names and are those of young Germa 8 
who, having graduated from New col- 
lege, responded to the summons of their 
sovereign and of their country when 
their services were called for at the be- 
ginning of the present war, and who 
were killed fighting under the German 
flag against the English. 

Faculty, alumni, and undergraduates 
of New college, in including the names 
of these two German soldiers in the list 
of honor in the college chapel, unani- 
mously took the ground that the two 
German graduates in question were not 
responsible for the war; that on being 
summoned by their sovereign and their 
native land to arms they had patrioti- 
cally answered the call and laid down 
their lives for their country. Against 
such men Britons harbor no grudge, and

City council consideration of the pro- 
posed forfeiture of the automatic tele- 
phone system of the Chicago Tunnel com- 
pany developed yesterday into a battle 
of lawyers, six being heard. 

From 10:30 a. m. to 10:80 p. m. the 

committee on gas, ofl, and electric light 
| listened to legal arguments. At the close 
of the engagement no attempt was made 
to reach a decision and an adjournment 
was taken until 7:30 tonight. 
The meeting was called to receive the 
opinion of Walter L. Fisher, who was 
asked by Mayor Thompson for advice 
and later requested to present his flnd- 
ings to the akdermen. Attorneys for the 
owners of the automatic also were given 
permission to reply to Stephen A. Fos- 
ter, who, after Mr. Fisher's retention by 
the mayor, was asked to represent the 
committee. Ralph M. Shaw, represent- 
ing the bondholders; Eli B. Felsenthal, 
representing Chicago investors, and State 
Senator Samuel A. Bttelson of Schuyler, 
Ettelson and Weinfeld, attorneys for the 
company, were heard. Then as a windup 
Mr. Foster sprang two surprises on his 
opponents. 754 


“Substantial Doubt,” Says Fisher. 
Mr. Fisher used the words eubstantial 
doubt“ in connection with the questions 
whether the company’s franchise author- 
ized a forfeiture and whether the courts 
would sustain such a proceeding. He said 
there was some basis for the Sexton- 
Beckwith opinion. This in effect was that 
the requirement that the company have 
a system “ serving 20,000 bonafide sub- 
scribers”’ might de construed to mean 
only “ sufficient to serve that many pa- 
trons. 

He also heid that the courts would op- 
pose forfeiture if, as the company claims, 
every reasonable effort had been made to 
carry out the contract. He also said that 
if these claims were well founded a for- 
fe'ture proceeding would injure the credit 
of the city and its public service corpora- 
tions. 

Attorneys for owners of the plant were 
emphatic in their arguments concerning 
the meaning of the forfeiture clause and 
prolonged in their statements that the 
courts are opposed to forfeitures and 
would prevent the one proposed in this 
case. 


Foster Springs Surprise. 

The first of Mr. Foster’s surprises was 
a showing that the Illinois Tunnel com- 
pany, predecessor of the Chicago Tunnel 
company, had through its receivers and 
their attorneys formally declared that the 
ordinance required that tney serve 20,000 
bona fide subscribers on June 1. 1911. This 
fact he presented through a petition filed 
by Charles G. Dawes and David R. For- 
gan. receivers, before United States Judge 
Kohlsaat on March 16, 1910. 

The petition asked authority for the la- 
suance of $3,500,000 worth of receivers’ 
certificates to build up a system to meet 
the ordinance requirements, and carried 
with it a copy of a contract to be made 
with Joseph Harris, who on his part 
agreed to obtain the 20,000 bona fide sub- 
scribers and have their telephones in serv- 
ice before June 1, 1911. 


Holds Other View Preposterous.“ 
Reciting these facts, Mr. Foster de- 
clared the interpretations of opposing 
counsel as absolutely preposterous.” 
He then read an addendum to his pre- 
vious opinion. This held that the com- 
pany had forfeited its rights by abandpn- 
ing its efforts to build up a system as 
shown by the arguments of the other law- 
yers and that it had violated its ordi- 
nance by an agreement made with the 
American Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany on June 8, 1913. 

“That this agreement ‘ would tend to 
make competition inoperative’ is self- 
evident,” he said. | 


Divides Query in Two Parts. 

Mr. Fisher divided into two questions 
the principal query addressed to him— 
whether the city can legally forfeit the 
franchises and teléphone property of the 
tunnel company—es follows: 

1. Whether the language of the tunnel 
company's ordinances will be 80 com 
strued by the courts as to give the city 
council power to declare a forfeiture for 
failure of the company to have 20,000 
bona fide subscribers to its telephone 


service. ! 

2. Whether, if the correct construction 
of the language of the ordinances gives 
the city council the power to forfeit the 
telephone rights and property of the com- 
pany for the reagon stated, a court of 
law will enforce or a court of equity pre- 
rent such a forfeiture. 

„After an exhaustive investigation of 
the authorities and of all the briefs sub- 
mitted prior to this date, said his opi: - 
fon, “I am compelled to state that the 
answer to both these question is subject 
to substantial doubt and that this is par- 
ticularly true of the second of the two 
stated.” : 

Loss to Deal Unfairly. 

Second in interest to his advice on the 
legal points involved was the interest in 
his personal opinion as to the advisabil- 
ity of the program of forfeiture. Op 
this he said: 

“If you wish my individual opinion, 1 
still hold that it is always in the long 
run a net loss to any city to deal other- 
wise than fairly with its public utility 
corporations.

moved silently. . 

A quarter of a mile above, but still on 
the edge of the water, scores of young 
people were dancing under a big canvas 
canepy. It was too far off to hear the 
music, but one saw under the glare of 
ght black and white figures twining in 
and out rhythmically. 

For more than a mile the curve of the 
beach was marked with white globes of 
light. At the far end a long Mer stretched. 
out into the water like a jeweled anger. 
Behind, huge willowa, maples, and cake 
stood like black cut-outs against the 
lighter aky,. 

Throngs Enjoy the Beach. 
Hundreds of people sat in rocking chaira 
and on benches along the beach. Many 
were family parties, three generations 
occupying adjoining benches, with fa- 
ther in his shirt sleeves at the end, the 
empty picnic basket at his feet. Down 
on the sand in front of them the children 
played. They were burning sticks of 
red fire and waving small Roman candles, 
which sent up balls of green and yellow 
light. 

Further down a crowd of men and boys 
were swimming and romping in the wa- 
ter, which shone like silver under the 
electric lights. Inland, a building 
raised ite high gables and its tall pointed 
towers, a bit of the quaint architecture of 
the middle ages of which the old Germaa 
cities are so full. 

Between the building and the beach lay 
a wide roadway, along which swept & 
procession of motor cars, running almost 
silentiy, with no honking of horns or 
snorting exhaust. At the side of the road 
many cars were stopped, their oceupants 
leaning back to look out over the water 
or joining the crowds on the beach. 


A Square Mile of Meadow. 
Back of the building was a long, wide 
meadow, its smooth surface stretching 
away until it was lost in the irregular’ 
shadows of the surrounding woods and 
thickets. Through the obscurity one 
passed to the entrance of a woodland 
path. And now, far away from the chat- 
ter and laughter along the beach, one be- 
comes aware that all over the square mile 
of pleasure ground people were singing. 
From a distance—perhaps fortunately— 
came the sound of men's voices in Tan- 
renbaum,” the German pine tree song, 
carrying the tune to which we sing. 
“ Maryland.” Girls and boys were sing- 
mg together, too, but too far away to dis- 
tinguish the words. It was poor singing, 
no doubt, but it was the voice of youth, 
trying to express its joy at being alive 
and in freedom on such a beautiful night. 
Suddenly there was a break in the thick 
hedge of trees and bushes which lined the 
path. One almost gasped at the beauty 
of the picture whieh it disclosed. In front 
lay a wide lagoon, fits motionless waters 
refiecting the tall trees and thickets which 
bordered its irregular banks. And on the 
water floated at anchor perhaps afty 
mall yachts and motor boats. They were 
scattered all about the big harbor and at 
the bow and stern of each shone a night 
lamp, throwing a long broken pencil of 
yellow light across the surface of the 
water. Among the anchored boats others 
were moving, slipping silently along with 
no sound of exhaust or pant of steam 
engine. 


Shadows on the Benches. 

At frequent intervals by the side of the 
lagoon and in the shadows of the big trees 
benches were placed. Almost every one 
of them was occupied, much occupied, 
though by no means overcrowded. One 
saw, as he approached, a darker shadow 
in the center of each bench, often almost 
a single shadow, and cleared his throat 
and whacked the trees with his cane by 
way of warning: Then, of course, one 
looked the other way as he passed, so that 
details cannot be recorded. 

It was very still, but through the silence 
came echoes of far away singing, shrill 
bursts of laughter, and the softer voices 
of boys and girls whiepering together in 
the shadows. Over above the distant 
beach one saw red and white fire balloons 
rising high. From the west sounded the 
clang of trolley bells and through the 
trees shone the lights of motor cars. 


Woods and Over 
Over the soft turf, through the woods, 
and then over a big arched stone bridge 
the road led for a mile and then out to the 
shore of another and larger lagoon. 
From the opposite bank of the wide 
black water steps rose up to a high ter- 
race, on which stood a huge Greek temple, 
its great columns showing gray egainst 
the darkness. On the steps sat people 
who looked very small, and to either side 
the long low wings of the building 
stretched away indefinitely, until they 
were lost in the shadows. 

It was all a wonderful playground for 
the people and one wished that more eu- 
zens of Chicago might visit it and realize 
what it means in the life of a great city-

‘The July government report indicates 
the largest wheat crop in the history of 
the country, 963,000,000 bushels, or 13,000, - 
% bushels more than was estimated a 
month ago and 72,000,000 bushels more 
than the phenomenal yield of last year. 

‘The winter wheat estimate was re- 
duced a little from the June estimate, 
put still indicates a crop of 668,000,000 
pushels, while the spring wheat yield is 
placed, on the basis of present condi- 
tions, at 205,000,000 bushels, or 89,000,000 
pushels more than a year ago. In 1914 
the final estimate on winter wheat was 
665,000,000 bushels. 


Corn Hurt by Late Season. 

As expected, the corn condition was 
jow at 81.2, conditions having been un- 
fayorable owing to the cold, late season 
and excessive rains. However, the acre- 
age is 5.6 per cent larger than a year ago 
at 109,273,000 acres, and the indicated 
yield is 2,814,000,000 bushels, compared to 
2,673,000,000 bushels, the final estimate 
of 1914. 

Oats Up to Promise. 

‘Oats have fully maintained their prom- 
ise, Showing a condition of 93.9 and indi- 
ting a yield of 1,399,000,000 bushels, com- 
pared to a June estimate of 1,288,000,000 
bushels and a final estimate last year of 
1,141,000,000 bushels. 


Barley promises a yield of 208,000,000 


bushels, or 13,000,000 bushels more than a 
year ago, and the flax acreage and prom- 
feed yield Is practically the same as the 
final estimate of last year at 16,000,000 
bushels on an acreage of 1,881,000. The 
yield of white potatoes will be about 893,- 
900,000 bushels, or 13,000,000 less than a 
year ago. 

The hay crop will be a good one, accord- 
ing to the report, the average yield per 
gere being placed at 1.45 tons, compared 
to 1.48 tons a year ago
